The speaker of the evening, A. Graham 
Baldwin of Phillips academy was then 
introduced, He related several stories that 
amused those present and then stated in 
part: 

This is the first Parent-Teacher association 
meeting that I have ever attended, but I am 
a teacher, a parent and have children who 
are not of the school age, sc I can view the 
problem of education from the teacher’ 
view and from the point of view of the 
parent 

The job that we have on hand is the com 
mon purpose of developing the mind of the 
child, Our interpretations have changed in 
recent years and we are much less inclined 
to draw out education. It is our purpose to 
allow the child to grow and develop. It is 
tragic when development does pot take 
place and the mental growth of the child is 
detcient. What a teacher and parents are 
interested in is the normal growth and de 
velc pment of the child 

The child should not be allowed to see the 
lack of confidence and trust between the 
parent and the teacher. The parent should 
not allow the child to doubt the character of 
the teacher and the teacher should not say 
anything against the parent, Do not let the 
child sense any distrust exists either on the 
part of the teacher or the parent. There i 


| only one way to do in this regard and it is to 


go to the teacher and talk it over and try to 
understand the problem, 

Che teacher has a tremendous job and will 
make mistakes but these things should be 
gone over in the right way and at the right | 
time. 

In regard to homework, Mr. Baldwin said 
Chere are three reasons why a child does not 
do well in his home work, one is the lack of 
interest in the subject. Sometimes the 


youngster says, I am not interested, Some 
times vou should make a game of his duties, 
offer rewards or show your pride. Take an 


interest in the studies and encourage the 
child, In this way you can help the teacher 
\gain sometimes the child is in fatigue and 
not in condition, Other times the child has 
not the ability to do the job. Sometimes a 
child is stupid at one thing and good at 
others 

Another problem touched on by Professor 
Baldwin was quarreling or tighting, touching 
on the child having to defend himself.

One particularly T am interested in, 
for it seems to touch people's lives in several 
various forms and to leave such a deep mark 
on them that they go on henceforth in life 
entirely changed. Because it is so beautiful, 
and yet such a delicate, intangible force, I 
will call it star dust. 


For instance, there are toiling men and 
women about us who are so poor that at first 
sight our hearts ache for them, and yet, when 
we look upon them in their homes, we stand 
amazed and say, “There is no poverty here, 
no hardships, no sorrow!” And why is that? 
Because they have children who love them as 
dearly as they love the children, and they are 
so warmed by family love that they do not 
even know that the crushing cold of poverty 
hovers over their wretched little home. Star 
dust has fallen as gently as the sunlight upon 
their lives, and when we look into their faces, 


that we are beholding a very beautiful and 
sacred thing 

We have all read stories of a person who has 
become embittered with life and shut himself 
up within his own soul. There are many such 
people in the world who hold off human 
companionship because they are too proud 
to admit that they are lonely. Often another 
soul seeks out the lonely one, and, breaking 
through the stubborn walls of pride, finds 
within him a desperate longing for brotherly 
love, Star dust bursts upon this man with 
such dazzling beauty that he is filled with 
wonder that it should have come to him 


Likewise the sensitive person is often mis 
treated and misunderstood until the harsh 
ness and glare of reality drives him into 
seclusion. He searches continually for one 
who will understand him, and when that 
friend is at last found, to what heights will 
that sensitive soul rise in its new found joy!
